As they roam about in packs’ 
of from forty to fifty together, there is 
hardly a possibility of any tame animal es- ‘ 
caping from them. During the day-time | 
they are seldom seen, but at night they’ 
set out in quest of prey. 

8th. About half an hour’s walk from our | 
house, a large herd of elephants, being be- 
tween thirty and forty in number, were dis- { 
To day a! 
Hottentot family and a single man came | 
and requested leave to live on our land, 
and all promised to conform to our rules, 
|and to seek to become acquainted with the 
\way of salvation. Inthe following days 
|we were much engaged in felling timber, 
fetching reed-rushes from the Sunday’s 
| River, or clearing the ground. 

24th. We received a letter from Colonel 
Cuyler, in which he desired us to inform 
him, whether we thought ourselves safe 
from the Caffre thieves, if he ordered a- 
way the five Hottentots, stationed here as 
a guard, as he wished to remove them. 
Having never received any injury from 
the Caffres, we answered, that they might 
be removed, thanking him for the pro- 
tection hitherto afforded us, at the Gov- 
ernment’s expense, and promising to let 
him know, whenever any danger appear- 
ed. As there is now a considerable num- 
ber of Hottentots dwelling here, we hope 
that no straggling Caffres will be likely to 
venture hither to steal. 

25th. A Hottentot family and a Caffre 
youth requested leave to live on our land. 
The latter had left his home a long while 
ago; for having been afflicted with the 
falling sickness, and the Caffres consider- 
ing such patients as unclean, he had been 
expelled by them. As he could not speak 
Dutch distinctly, Wilhelmina was interpre- 
ter, being anative of Caffraria. When he 
was asked, whether he knew any thing of 
God and his word, he replied: “1 was with 
* some people who said, that if men died 
‘in sin, their souls would come into a ve- 
“ry bad place ; I therefore thought, that 
“it was time I should care for my poor 
“soul, and that is the reason why | am 
“come hither to hear the word of life,” 
(as he expressed it.) The Hottentot and 
bis wife made the same declaration ; and 
as they all appeared in earnest about their 
soul’s salvation, we gave them leave to 
live here, and hope that they will prosper. 

30th. The Brethren Lfofiman & Schultz, 
with seven Hottentots, went tothe Zuur- 
berg to cut timber. ‘They were obliged 
to stay out all night, and kept up large 
to guard against wild beasts, which abound 
in the forest. 
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dewachter confessed himself the chief of 
sinners, and that his many sins lay so heavy 
upon his conscience, that he could not 
bear the burden any longer. He was di- 
rected to Jesus, who invites the heavy-la- 
den to find rest with Him. 

12th. Several persons, who had been 
appointed candidates for baptism or the 
communion, or re-admitted, were informed 
of it. Some thooght that they were call- 
ed te be dismissed, and were at first alarm- 
ed, but felt the more thankful, when they 
heard, that their requests had been grant- 
ed, and that they were to receive fresh 
proofs of the mercy of our Saviour. 

13th. On this memorial-day in the church 
of the Brethren, we called to mind and ex- 
plained to our communicants, what great 
mercy the Lord had shown to our prede- 
cessors, in baptizing them into one spirit, 
during the memorable communion in the 
church at Berthelsdorff. In the evening, 
we partook of this sacred ordiuance, during 
a powertul sense of the presence of Him, 
“whose death we thus show forth.” 

14th. As we were siiting at dinner, we 
were suddenly terrified by the breaking of 
a beam in the roof. ‘The teport was ex- 
cessively loud,and instantly put us to flight. 
Our dishes were covered with dust and 
rubbish, there being no ceiling to the hut 
we occupied, which, however, was the 
best of Scheper’s buildings. All the rest 
of the day we were busily employed in re- 
pairing the damage. 
17th. We kept the .first meeting with 
the children in this place, and trust, that 
the Lord will grant a blessing to rest upon 
it. Fifteen persons obtained leave to live 
here. One of them said on this occasion : 
“| brought my wife from Gnadenthal, and 
“‘ this was the cause of her not staying with 
“her teachers and hearing the gospel. 
“ This now lies heavy on my heart, for I 
“ now know, that without Jesus and His 
“ word I cannot be saved. I pray that my 
“ five children also may be diligent, and 
“Jearn to understand the word of God.” 
Of the whole party we were encouraged 
to believe, that they were sincere in their 
professions. 

Sept. 9th. We began to clear the land 
where we intend to build, and which is now 
overgrown with a dense thicket, chiefly 
consisting of mimossa. We chose it on ac- 
count of its being near the water. 

We had long wished more closely to in- 
spect one of those huge creatures, the ele- 
phants, of whom we so often see herds at 
a distance, and were therefore glad of the 
opportunity afforded to day, when one of 
the Hottentots reported, that he had shot 
one of them about half an hour’s walk from 
hence. We, and the greater part of the in- 
habitants, went out fo see the body. 

14th. Two Hottentots from Gnadenthal, 
both communicants, arrived here. One of 
them, Lea, a. woman upwards of seventy 
years of age, who was not thought able to 
walk a few miles, has now made a jour- 
ney of about five hundred English miles on 
foot. By a letter from Brother Hallbeck 
we were informed, that several families 
intend to move hither from Gnadenthal. 

18th. To day, a8 a woman was carrying 
some wood homie, on laying it dewn,a

20th. Three families, in all making fif- 
teen persons, arrived here from Gnaden- 
thal. They had lost three oxen on the 
road, which died in consequence of the ex- 
treme drought with which the country has 
been afflicted for some time past, leaving 
nothing for the poor creatures to subsist on. 

2ist. Brother Schultz, who had been 
four days’ journey, along the Sunday’s 
River, to fetch corn from a farm, returned 
tous. We were thankful to see him ar- 


which he had to pass was rather danger- 
ous. It is fall of wild beasts, especially of 
lions. Their foot-marks were often dis- 
covered near the waggons, In the night 
they were beard roaring not far from_his 
encampment, and large te were kept 
burning all night to keep off, 
22d. A Hottentot family, with two sin- 
gle persons, obtained leave to live here. 
They said that they could not bear to liy 
longer in ignorance of God and His word. 

To day a herd of elephants approached 
very near our dwellings ; one was shot in 
the eye. 

Adam, a Caffge, employed as herdsman 
by us, came into a situation of great dan- 
ger. A wild boar, (of, which there are 
great numbers in this country,) came run- 
ning upon him. He had no gun, and could 
not defend himself. Adam was therefore 
immediately attacked, and received a ter- 
rible wound from the boar’s tusk ia his 
hand, but at length proved victorious, hav- 
ing found means to draw out a clasp-knife, 
with which he killed the animal. _. 

30th. The Brethren being all at Work 
to clear the land, Brother Schmitt was 
seized with a violent disorder, from which, 
however, it pleased the Lord to restore 
him, and to preserve his valuable life. 
October 2d. Three Hotteutot families, 
fourteen persons in number, arrived bere 
from Guadenthal, and we joined them in 
(thanking the Lord for the protection they 
had experienced. 

6th. We had some rain, for which we 
were truly thankful to God, after the ex- 
cessive drought. In the following days it 
was followed by more, with a storm of 
thunder and lightening. A lion having got 
among our horses, they all ran out of the 
kraal, but were happily recovered 

A wonderful display of the power and 
goodness of the Creator is exhibited in the 
amazing swiftness of the growth of grass, 
and plants of every description, after the 
rain hascommenced. Places where noth- 
ing but earth and dust appeared, are ina 
few days covered with grass of a beautiful 
green. Brother Schultz was busily occa+ 
pied in construigting a plough, to be used 
as soon as th@ softened ground will admit 
ofit. The Sisters are diligent in all kind 
of work in the garden, and we hope soon 
to have our wants supplied by its produce. 
16th. Six persons appointed to be can- 
didates for baptism, two for the commun- 
ion, one to be baptized, and another to be 
received into the congregation, were spek- 
en with in reference to these privileges, 
and expressed their thankfulness, and their 
resolution to devote themselves to the 
Lord, in a very fervent and affecting man- 
ner. When we spoke with the individuals, 
Piet Pieters said: “1 used to trouble my- 
self very little about my poor soul, but 
when | was among the soldiers, my wife 
once addressed me, during a meeting held 
by Mr. Van Derlingen: * Husband, (said 
she,) you might as well go to the meeting, 
and hear something which would do your 
seul good: you never show cern 
for the salvation either of youtelf 0 your 
children.’ This speech made a great im- 
pression upon me, and some time after I 
came into great trouble of mind. I fell on 
my knees; but why I did it, and what I 
prayed for I cannot tell, not even now; but 
since that time, I have learnt to know, that 
[cannot be happy without a Savjour, and 
without hearing the gospel. I am now 
here, but always feel as if I was seeking 
something without which I cannot live, and 
I do not know how to find it. This brings 
me into great distress.” 

Wilhelmine, baptized by the Rey. Mr. 
Van Derlingen, said: “ How shall | ex- 
press my gratitude to our Saviour, that He 
has done, and still does so much for me. 
When | was baptized, I went to pray, and 
it appeared as if | heard a voice saying, 
Nothing avails thee but to be washed and 
cleansed from sin in the blood of Jesus. 
This word penetrated my very soul. Thus 
the Lord speaks to us by His Spirit. At 
that time I did not rightly understand what 
it meant, but now | do, and feel it to be 
reality in my heart.

Our stock of sheep being con- 
sumed, and Brother Schultz, who was gone 
to Gr-af Reynet to purchase more, being 
not returned, we sent a Hottentot out to 
shoot some game. He returned inthe e- 
vening with three wild geese and two 
ducks. We were thankful for this repeat- 
ed proof of the care of our heavenly Fath- 
er for us.

If a young man is settled in a wealthy’ 
society, with a liberal salary, by prudence 
and economy he may discharge an old 
debt.

Recollect that a young man, who has 
been a beneficiary, comes forward into life 
destitute. All that had been furnished him, 
by charity, added to the avails of his own 
exertions, had but just kept his head above 
water. He is in need of clothing, books, 
and almostevery thing. If he is a candi- 
date long enough, he may Jay up a trifle, 
but it is a slow and uncertain way to pa 
debts previously contracted. If he be- 
comes a domestic missionary, his situation 
cannot be considered more eligible than 
that of a settled minister ; and if he be-| 
comes a foreign missionary, it is well known | 
that the avails of his labors are iurned into | 
the treasury, and he receives a bare sup-| 
port from the Society’s funds. But sup-|

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CHARITABLE EDUCATION. 
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For the Boston Recorder. 


Ma. Eptrorn,—The quere of a corres- 
pondent in a late Recorder, whether it 1s, 
on the whole, best to give or loan money 
to indigent, pious young men, beneficiaries 
of benevolent institutions, has induced me 
to apnea few thoughts upon the sub- 
ject. The question, however, I had sup- 
posed to be pretty well settled, at least in 
this country, which is as far as I propose 
to extend what I may offer in this paper, 
though some benevolent societies still con- 
tinue the practice of loaning, and some ve- 
ry respectable individuals still prefer that 
method. But the broad, comprehensive, 
and, as yet, very successful plan_ of the 
American Education Society, which has 
enlisted into its service, so much talent and 







experience, as well as philanthropy and 
ber eficence, and which, with proper’ caw- 


tion and restriction, has, I believe, pro- 
ceeded wholly upon the plan of giving, con- 
firmed me in the opinion, which I had pre- 
viously entertained, that it is much better, 
on the whole, to give than to loan money 
to beneficiaries. 

From a number of reasons I might urge. 


I shall select a few which I deem most im- 


portant: and the first is, giving to the 


beneficiary saves the mind from the ee:

When a parish is about te settle 
a minister,the question is not how much mo | 
ney will support him & enable him to pay old | 
debts, or lay up so much annually—it is rath- 
er how much, with prudence and economy, | 
will enable him to live. Now, if this is 
correct, how is he to pay old debts ? How 
is he to pay a loan A x done of hundreds, 
not to say thousands of dollars? dr, per- 
haps, we ought first to enquire how is he 
to build an honse ? how is he to procure a 
library ? how educate his children? how 
provide for sickness and old age ? Where 
so much is to be effected with such scanty 
means, is it not very desirable that he} 
should be free from debt ? 

] am aware, indeed,that some men argue 
that a minister must live frugally, that he 
may take scholars—that he may teach a 
school—or may labor with his hands, to 
supply deficiences—but this is virtually 
saying, that he may neglect his studies, 
be parsimonious and worldly minded ; in a 
word,that he may neglect the sacred work, 
which he has solemnly engaged to per- 
form,-and forfeit that Christian character, 
which as a minister, he is pledged to sup- 
port. I do not pretend to say, but that 
under all these disadvantages and embar- 
rassments, loans of money, have been paid, 
and ministers, thus circumstanced, have 
been faithful and useful; nor would I as- 
sert thatentire freedom from worldly care, 
or that a state of opulence is, in all cases, 
the most favorable to piety. But this I do 
assert, that we cannot faithfully serve both 
God and Mammon ; and the minister of the 
gospel, who is constantly perplexed’ with 
pecuniary embarrassments, cannot be so 
devout and useful. 

There is another thing to be consider- 
ed as a natural consequence of embarrass- 
ment. Agreat proportion of the people 
in most religious societies, urge it as an 
objection against a candidate. They may 
like the man, but are uuwilling to assume 
his debts. And virtually assume them 
they must, if they settle him as their min- 
ister. Many pious young men, against 
whom no other objection would lie, have 
been excluded from fields of asefulness,for, 
no ether reason. It should also be remem- 
bered, that it is important to keep a chari- 
table cxcitement, or spirit & habit of giving. 


Bat give the public to understand that the 
funds of a Society are loaned out, to be in 
due time repaid, aud you paralize the arm 
of benevolence ! How readily will people 
relax their exertions. But make them to

by nothing. He will suffer nothing to 
touch his heart till the judgment has given 
its decision, and then the period of feeling 
is past. Another may have been so ac- 
customed to cultivate feeling alone, that 
he is incapable of judging what is worthy 
of regard. It would be well for us to pre- 
serve a medium, or rather to unite what is 
excellent in both these ; tocherish warm 
and pious feeling as a source of enjoyment, 
and to keep the mind, at the same time, so 
much in exercise, as to render all our re- 
ligious duties a reasonable service. 

“ The means of cherishing pious feeling 
may not have been properly improved. If 
the Christian have been less regular in at- 
tending upon the institutions of religien— 
if he have failed to watch at wisdom’s gate, 
and wait at the posts of her doors—if he 
have been less diligent in reading the 
Scriptures,and seldomer occupied with the 
subjects of meditation which they furnish 
if he have not been so frequent: or so 
fervent in prayer as in former times, it will 
be unnecessary to go farther in searching 
for the cause of that change which he de- 
plores: this will sufficiently explain why 
he is not as in months past.

Dr. Jamieson proceeds to direct his at- 
tention to"the comparison which a religious 
person may have occasion to make be- 
tween the present and the past; to the 
causes of the difference which he may dis- 
cover,&to the means of regaining what may 
have been lost. In pointing out the na- 
ture of this comparison, the author shews 
thatthe Christian may remember the time 








when he engaged in the duties of religion, 


with greater pleasure and satisfaction than | 
at present ; the time when his mind was 


less distracted in religious duties; the 
time when religious instruction produced a 
more powerfis and permanent effect upon 
bim ; and the time when he felt more eon- 
scious of the presence and favor of God.— 
The causes of the supposed declension 
are traced, Ist, to those which do not pro- 
ceed immediately from our own fault ; 
such as change of temporal circumstances, 
the natural cares of life, and the progress 
of years, all of which may occasionally af- 
fect our religious enjoyments ;—2d, to 
those which result directly from a person’s 
own misconduct, and justly bring a sense 
ef guilt into the conscience. On these last 
Dr. Jamieson expatiates as follows :— 

*“ [n the first place, too mueh importance 
may have been attached to the exercise of 
the understanding in matters of religion. 
Nothing can be a reasonable service which 
does not e y the understanding.

I immediately sent for this gentle- 
man, and told him that I would furnish him 
with a conductor, on whom he might de- 
pend—and having sent for Anthony, (oth- 
erwise called Luke Holland ;*) informed

been hurt. In 1630, soon after the beginning of 
Luther’s reformation, and while Christian Eu- 
rope was in extreme dread of the Turks, the Em- 
peror Charles V. ceded the perpetual sovereign- 
ty of Malta, and its dependencies, to the Knights 
Hospitaliers of St, John of Jerusalem, who, hav- 
ing been expelled from Rhodes by the Turks, 
were at this time wandering over the Mediter- 
ranean, in questofan asylum. Thirty-six years 
after, that is, in 1566, Malta was attacked by the 
Turks, who were obliged te abandon the enter. 
prize with the loss of thirty thousand men. In 
1798, it was surrendered to the French without 
even a shadow of resistance ; but was soon after 
captured from them by the British, who hold it 
still, and prize it too highly ever te give it up 
veluntarily. In whatever light, (saysa British 
reviewer) we view Malta, its value to this coun- 
try cannot be too highly appreciated. As a mil- 
itary post, affording us the probable means of
